Be  it  ordained  by  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Rochester  that 
Chapter  XVIII  of  the  1952  City  of  Rochester  Ordinances  relating  to  the 
Control,  Licensing  and  Operations  of  Taxicabs  be  Amended  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  last  sentence  of  Section  11  relating  to  the  maximum 
number  of  taxi  permits  be  deleted  and  the  following  substituted 
therefor  so  that  said  sentence  shall  read  as  follows: 

"The  number  of  taxi  permits  to  be  issued  and  outstanding  shall 
be  determined  by  the  Rochester  City  Council,  and  shall  not  exceed 
twelve  (12)  at  any  one  time  during  any  calendar  year.  Said  Council  may 
delegate  such  issuance  to  the  Traffic  Committee  of  said  Council." 

2.  That  a  new  sentence  be  added  at  the  end  of  Section  12  following 
the  Schedule  of  Rates  which  shall  read  as  follows: 

"Taxicabs  shall  be  available  to  the  public  for  hire  twenty-four 
(24)  hours  per  day." 

3.  That  Section  13  relating  to  fees  be  deleted  and  the  following  sub- 
stituted therefor  so  that  said  Section  13  shall  read  as  follows: 

"Section  13.  The  fee  for  said  license  shall  be  the  sum  of  One 
Hundred     ($100)  Dollars  for  every  vehicle  so  licensed." 

4.  That  the  first  sentence  of  Section  17  relating  to  Assignment  of 
Spaces  to  each  licensee  be  amended  by  adding  the  word  "annually" 
following  the  words  "the  Traffic  Committee",  and  prior  to  the  word 
"may"  in  the  first  sentence  of  said  Section. 

5.  That  a  new  sentence  be  added  at  the  end  of  Section  18  which 
shall  read  as  follows: 

"The  Chief  of  Police  shall  maintain  a  permanent  record  of  all 
reports  relating  to  the  Control,  Licensing  and  Operation  of  Taxicabs  as 
may  be  required  by  the  City  Council  Traffic  Committee." 

"Each  taxicab  Licensee  shall  make  a  daily  report  to  the  Chief  of 
Police  concerning  night  service." 

"The  Traffic  Commiteee  of  the  Rochester  City  Council  shall  have 
authority  to  make  and  enforce  such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  as 
may  be  necessary  to  provide  daily  twenty-four  (24)  hour  taxicab 
service   to   the  public."

WHEREAS,  it  is  the  policy  of  the  City  of  Rochester,  New  Hampshire 
to  eliminate  substandard  and  other  inadequate  housing,  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  slums  and  blight,  and  to  realize  as  soon  as  feasible  the  goal 
of  a  decent  home  in  a  suitable  living  environment  for  all  of  its  citizens; 
and 

WHEREAS,  under  the  provisions  of  the  United  States  Housing  Act 
of  1937,  as  amended,  hereinafter  called  the  "Act,"  the  Government  is 
authorized  to  provide  financial  assistance  to  local  public  housing 
agencies  for  undertaking  and  carrying  out  preliminary  planning  of 
low-rent  housing  projects  that  will  assist  in  meeting  this  goal;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Act  provides  that  there  shall  be  local  determination 
of  need  for  low-rent  housing  to  meet  needs  not  being  adequately  met 
by  private  enterprise  and  that  the  Government  shall  not  make  any 
contract  with  a  public  housing  agency  for  preliminary  loans  for  surveys 
and   planning  in  respect   to.  any  low-rent  housing  projects  unless  the 


governing  body  of  the  locality  involved  has  by  resolution  approved  the 
application  of  the  public  housing  agency  for  such  preliminary  loan;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  housing  project  known  as  "Brock  Street  Housing 
Project  No.  NH-8-2"  has  been  constructed  by  the  Housing  Authority 
of  the  City  of  Rochester  and  that  the  said  housing  project  is  not  now 
habitable  because  of  a  lack  of  sewer  connection;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Rochester,  New  Hampshire  and  the  Housing 
Authority  of  the  City  of  Rochester,  New  Hampshire  have  heretofore 
entered  into  a  Cooperation  Agreement  dated  February  10,  1965,  and  it 
is  now  desired  to  amend  said  Cooperation  Agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Rochester  is  financially  unable  to  provide 
the  necessary  sewer  connection  to  the  Brock  Street  housing  project;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  has  offered  to  provide  an  Off-Site  Utility  Loan  to  the 
Authority  in  the  sum  adequate  to  pay  for  sewerage  facilities,  said 
amount  not  to  exceed  $400,000;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Housing  Authority  of  the  City  of  Rochester  has 
agreed  to  make  the  proceeds  of  the  above-described  Loan  available  to 
the  City  of  Rochester  to  enable  the  said  City  to  provide  sewerage 
facilities  for  an  area  which  will  include  the  Brock  Street  low-rent 
housing  project; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  be  it  resolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  the 
City  of  Rochester,  New  Hampshire  as  follows: 

That  the  Amendment  to  the  Cooperation  Agreement,  a  copy  of 
which  is  hereto  annexed,  which  said  Amendment  has  been  signed  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Rochester,  and  has  had  the  seal  of  the  City  of 
Rochester  affixed  thereto  is  hereby  adopted,  ratified  and  approved  by 
the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Rochester  as  of  the  date  it  was  so 
signed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Rochester. 

BE  IT  FURTHER   RESOLVED  BY   THE  MAYOR  AND  CITY  COUNCIL   OF 
THE  CITY  OF  ROCHESTER: 

That  the  agreement  between  the  Rochester  Housing  Authority  and

TO   THE  HONORABLE  MAYOR  AND  CITY  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF 
ROCHESTER,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1973. 

There  were  a  total  of  718  alarms  in  the  City  of  Rochester  in  1973, 
which  consisted  of  the  following:  265  box  alarms  and  453  still  alarms. 
These  include  57  car  or  truck  fires,  27  engineer's  calls  (6-6),  43  brush 
fire  calls,  32  false  alarms,  (26  in  Rochester,  3  in  East  Rochester  and  3 
in  Gonic).  There  were  7  chimney  fires,  36  grass  fires  and  19  oil  burner 
fires.  There  were  118  building  fires,  91  miscellaneous  calls,  39  smoke 
scares  or  honest  mistakes,  74  first  aid,  accident,  or  emergency  calls 
and  61  second  alarms  or  calls  for  more  assistance.  We  had  114 
permanent  men's  calls.  There  were  no  school  cancellation  alarms  this 
year. 

There  were  26  alarms  in  East  Rochester  and  39  alarms  in  Gonic  in 
1973.  11  alarms  were  transmitted  for  out-of-town  assistance  from 
Rochester  to  other  communities.  These  alarms  are  all  included  in  the 
total  alarms  above. 

We  answered  a  total  of  646  ambulance  calls  in  1973.  These  consisted 
of  103  accident  calls,  403  home  emergency  calls,  12  transfer  or  con- 
valescent cases,  78  calls  to  which  the  ambulance  responded,  but  was 
not  needed.  47  miscellaneous  calls  and  3  false  calls  were  answered.  51 
of  the  above  calls  were  out-of-town. 

The  total  number  of  calls  and  alarms  answered  by  the  Rochester 
Fire  Department  in  1973  was  1,364.  There  were  718  fire  calls  and  646 
ambulance  calls.  This  is  a  total  of  281  more  calls  than  1972,  in  which 
there  was  a  total  of  1,083.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 
OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 


TO  THE  HONORABLE  MAYOR  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  CITY  COUNCIL: 

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1973. 

Snow  removal,  sanding,  and  salting  required  most  of  our  attention 
for  the  first  three  months.  However,  we  did  considerable  patching  to 
streets,  weather  permitting,  and  started  our  regular  patching  program 
around  the  first  of  April. 

The  middle  of  April  we  were  able  to  start  our  street  sweeping  and 
continued  this  until  the  end  of  November  when  cold  weather  set  in. 

Street  signs  were  replaced  in  different  parts  of  the  City.  Signs  were 
replaced  on  Patton  Street,  Letorneau  Street,  Willey  Street,  Roy  Street, 
Stewarts  Court,  Stillings  Court,  Furbush  Street,  and  High  Street. 

Repairs  were  made  to  bridges  and  culverts,  due  to  the  weather,  on 
the  Salmon  Falls  Road,  Blackwater  Road,  Whitehouse  Road,  Franklin 
Street,  Ten  Rod  Road,  Maple  Street  -  Gonic,  Winter  Street,  Little  Falls 
Bridge  Road,  and  the  Foot  Bridge  on  Dewey  Street. 

Our  surface  drains  were  cleaned  in  the  spring  and  fall,  using  our 
hydraulic  Catch  Basin  Cleaning  Machine.  Drains  found  not  taking  water 
were  cleaned  out  with  the  aid  of  rods. 

Gravel  was  hauled  to  repair  washouts  and  improve  our  unsurfaced 
roads.  Roads  to  which  gravel  was  hauled  were  the  Betts  Road,  Haven 
Hill  Road,  Old  Milton  Road,  Chestnut  Hill  Road,  Estes  Road,  Bernard 
Road,  Hansonville  Road,  Four  Rod  Road,  Dry  Hill  Road,  Ten  Rod 
Road,  Gilbert  Hill  Road,  Berry  Street,  Jefferson  Street,  Hussey  Road, 
Sampson  Road,  and  Waverly  Street. 

We  hot-topped  some  streets  and  roads  in  the  City  during  the  summer 
months;  such  as  Front  Street,  Kimball  Street,  Third  Street,  Fourth 
Street,  Fifth  Street,  Ray  Drive,  Hussey  Street,  Riverside  Drive,  Patton 
Street  Extension,  Park  Street,  Walnut  Street,  Cider  Hill  Road,  Harding 
Street  to  Lowell  Street,  Colman  Street  to  Harding  Street,  Preston 
Street,  Dodge  Street,  Howe  Street,  Sweet  Briar  Lane,  Apple  Orchard 
Lane,  Edgerly  Lane,  Crow  Hill,  Brookfield  Drive,  Strawberry  Hill 
Drive,  Western  Avenue,  Washington  Street,  Autumn  Street,  Winter 
Street,  Rochester  Neck  Road  up  over  the  hill,  Janet  Street,  Elizabeth 
Street,  Florence  Drive,  Lawn  Avenue,  Hanson  Street,  Brock  Street  off 
Route  125,  State  Street,  Park  Avenue,  Glenwood  Street,  Old  Gonic 
Road,  Hampshire  Drive,  Paradise  Drive,  Roulx  Drive,  Vernon  Avenue, 
Watson  Drive,  Pinecrest  Avenue,  Maplewood  Avenue,  Clow  Court, 
Coxeter  Square,  Harrison  Court,  Foch  Street,  part  of  Corson  Street, 
Wentworth  Avenue,  Portland  Street,  Demeritt  Street,  Felker  Street, 
Sherman  Street,  Grove  Street,  Glenwood  Avenue,  Chestnut  Street, 
Hancock  Street,  Grant  Street,  Commons  Street,  Front  of  the  High 
School,  Tuttle  Court,  Gerrish  Court,  Tallpine  Lane,  Summer  Street, 
Duval  Park,  Saint  James  Avenue,  and  Chestnut  Hill  Road. 
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Oil  was  applied  to  streets  and  roads  in  the  City  to  control  dust  on 
Berry  Street,  Lowell  Street,  Chestnut  Hill  Road,  Sampson  Road,  Chick- 
en Farm  Road,  Estes  Road,  Betts  Road,  Bernard  Road,  Sheepboro 
Road,  Ten  Rod  Road,  Dump  Road,  and  the  road  to  the  Chlorinator. 

Sidewalks  were  repaired  on  streets  in  the  City  which  included  North 
Main  Street,  South  Main  Street,  Wakefield  Street,  Linden  Street,  Pine 
Street,  Congress  Street,  Beaudoin  Street,  Signal  Street,  and  Bridge 
Street. 

We  installed  and  cleaned  culverts  on  streets  and  roads  in  the  City, 
such  as  Salmon  Falls  Road,  Blackwater  Road,  Whitehouse  Road, 
Franklin  Street,  Ten  Rod  Road,  Maple  Street  -  Gonic,  Washington 
Street,  and  Portland   Street. 

Water  main  extensions  have  been  completed  on  Rochester  Hill 
Road,  Dodge  Street,  Hope  Drive,  Forest  Park  Drive,  Milton  Road, 
Tingley  Street,  and  Vernon  Avenue,  using  1067  feet  of  6",  2130  feet 
of  8"  and  2500  feet  of  12"  cement  lined  cast  iron  pipe. 

Nine  new  hydrants  were  installed,  making  502  in  the  system. 

Sixty-four  new  water  services  were  installed  and  twenty-nine  water 
services  were  relaid. 

Sewer  main  extensions  were  completed  on  Dodge  Street  and  Vernon 
Avenue  using  650  feet  of  6"  sewer  pipe. 

Twenty-one  new  sewer  connections  were  installed,  bringing  the  total 
to  3549  services  in  the  system. 

Samples  of  our  water  were  sent  to  the  State  Laboratory  regularly 
for  testing,  and  they  report  the  continued  high  quality  of  our  water. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Mayor  Shaw,  members  of  the  Pub- 
lic Works  Committee,  and  the  City  Council  for  their  consideration  of 
our  problems;  also  to  thank  the  employees  of  this  department  for  their 
loyalty  and  assistance. 

It  is  this  kind  of  cooperation  that  is  assisting  us  to  make  Rochester 
a  better  place  to  live  for  our  children  and  future  generations.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 
OF  BUILDING  INSPECTION 


TO   THE  HONORABLE  MAYOR  AND  CITY  COUNCIL    OF  THE  CITY  OF 
ROCHESTER: 

The  total  number  of  permits  issued  for  1973  was  the  second  largest 
total  of  permits  issued  since  the  establishment  of  the  Building  De- 
partment.  The  largest  was  in  1971,  when  383  permits  were  issued. 

The  total  cost  of  construction  is  the  third  highest  since  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Building  Department  with  1972  being  the  largest  and 
1971  being  the  second  largest. 

The  total  construction  for  1973  did  not  surpass  the  predictions  that 
were  made  and  fell  short  of  reaching  a  higher  total  of  construction 
than  in  1972. 

The  overall  picture  is  quite  good,  since  nearly  $4,000,000  of  the 
total  for  this  year  is  all  taxable  construction,  giving  the  City  of 
Rochester  over  14  million  dollars  worth  of  taxable  construction  over 
the  past  three  years.

On  appeals  for  variances  to  our  Zoning  Ordinances  23  were  granted, 
11  were  denied  and  3  were  dismissed.  3  Appeals  for  special  exceptions 
were  granted.  1  appeal  from  an  Administrative  Decision  was  heard 
and  decided  in  favor  of  the  Building  Inspection  Department.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

TO   THE  SCHOOL    BOARD  AND  CITIZENS  OF  ROCHESTER: 

In  spite  of  many  problems  and  handicaps  I  feel  that  the  quality  of 
education  the  children  of  Rochester  have  been  receiving  has  improved 
this  past  year.  The  extended  day-extended  year,  although  still  offering 
many  obstacles  and  not  a  normal  high  school  routine,  does  offer  the 
student  a  much  better  educational  program  than  what  they  received 
under  double  session.  In  addition,  the  new  courses  offered,  along  with 
a  Special  Education  Program  funded  by  the  state,  provide  more  oppor- 
tunities for  the  students.  It  should  be  noted  at  this  time  that  in  antici- 
pation of  the  new  high  school  opening  we  are  attempting  to  revise  our 
educational  program  so  that  when  we  enter  the  new  building  the 
curriculum  will  be  operational  at  all  levels.  Next  year  we  are  offering 
32  additional  courses  that  high  school  students  may  select  in  lieu  of  the 
basic  traditional  subjects.  This  provides  the  students  with  greater 
variety  as  well  as  an  opportunity  to  select  subjects  more  nearly  meeting 
their  needs.  The  Adult  Education  Program  was  revised  last  year,  and  we 
had  347  participating  during  the  year.  We  intend  to  continue  and  ex- 
pand this  program  because  of  the  needs  of  the  adult  population.  Roch- 
ester was  fortunate  to  be  funded  through  Title  III  ESEA  funds  to  start 
an  alternative  high  school.  This  program  will  be  for  students  who  are 
basically  dropouts  or  who,  for  a  variety  of  reasons,  cannot  perform  in 
the  normal  school  surroundings.  They  will  not  be  special  education 
students  but  rather  young  people  with  ability  who  are  not  performing. 
Although  the  construction  of  the  new  high  school  has  just  started,  it  is 
important  to  note  that  this  building  will  have  considerable  impact  on 
the  city  in  future  years.  Foremost,  of  course,  will  be  the  fact  that 
Rochester's  high  school  age  students  will  receive  a  better  education 
and  therefore  be  better  educated  adults.  It  is  my  firm  belief  that  in 
years  to  come  this  new  school  will  have  the  same  impact  on  making 
Rochester  a  nice  place  to  live  as  Spaulding  High  did  in  the  40's,  50's, 
and  60's.  All  the  many  people  involved  in  making  this  possible  are  to 
be  congratulated. 

The  Junior  High  School  educational  program,  after  a  trial  the  year 
before,  went  into  a  new  approach  whereby  four  teachers  were  speci- 
fically assigned  to  approximately  125  youngsters.  These  four  teachers 
were  totally  responsible  for  the  children's  education.  In  addition,  the 
students  were  to  receive  Physical  Education,  art,  music  and  Industrial 
Arts  or  Home  Economics.  The  teachers  involved  teamed  up,  so  to 
speak,  to  plan  the  needs  of  the  students  and  to  provide  the  kinds  of 
learning  experiences  necessary.  The  State  Achievement  tests  adminis- 
tered last  spring  proved  that  students  made  substantial  gains  over  and 
above  that  which  was  usually  considered  normal.  The  continuation  of 
the  Pre-Career  Program  and  the  Self-contained  Program  for  youngsters 
who  needed  an  educational  experience  that  the  other  curriculum  did 
not  provide  has  helped  substantially.  The  introduction  of  art  at  the 
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Junior  High  School  helped  to  provide  an  aspect  of  education  which 
children  need  if  they  are  going  to  become  well-rounded  productive 
adults. 

At  the  elementary  level,  the  continuation  of  the  4V2  day  week  has 
provided  learning  experiences  for  the  teachers  which  would  otherwise 
have  been  impossible.  Further,  the  kind  of  experiences  the  teachers 
have  received  has  directly  effected,  in  a  positive  way,  the  type  of  teach- 
ing taking  place  in  the  classroom.  Our  emphasis  has  been  on  teaching 
the  individual  child,  and  our  curriculum  changes  have  been  geared  to 
this  direction.  Some  of  the  experiences  the  teachers  have  received  this 
past  year  are  a  Workshop  on  Learning  Disabilities,  a  Workshop  on 
Communications,  classes  in  reading  and  math  and  a  Reading  Skills 
Workshop  for  the  junior  high  school  teachers.  The  Right  to  Read 
Program,  started  last  fall,  provides  special  emphasis  in  reading  through- 
out the  school  system,  grades  1  through  12  with  special  emphasis  on 
students  acquiring  skills  in  reading  in  accordance  with  their  ability  to 
learn.  The  belief  of  the  Right  to  Read  Program  is  that  every  child 
should  receive  whatever  instruction  is  necessary  to  be  a  productive 
reader.  This  year  we  again  ran  a  summer  school  program  for  elementary 
students  in  reading  and  math.  Parent  comments  were  most  enthusiastic 
over  the  progress  the  students  made.  During  the  early  part  of  June  we 
hosted  a  three-week  workshop  on  Learning  Disabilities.  Eight  teachers 
of  this  district  participated  in  the  area-wide  learning  experiences.  In 
addition  to  all  these  things  the  elementary  school  was  evaluated  this 
spring  by  a  team  of  teachers,  administrators  and  state  department 
people.  This  evaluation  was  requested  by  the  local  district  ir»  order  that 
outsiders  might  take  a  look  and  make  recommendations  on  how  we 
might  improve.  Last  winter  the  Special  Education  Program  was  also 
evaluated  by  state  department  people  at  our  recommendation  and  the 
commendations  and  recommendations  were  reviewed  and  some  im- 
provements have  been  made  since  that  time. 

Although  this  was  another  difficult  year  for  the  Rochester  schools, 
in  retrospect  the  people  should  be  pleased  with  the  quality  of  educa- 
tion the  children  have  received.  With  the  completion  of  the  new  high 
school  providing  adequate  space  in  the  near  future  and  the  continued 
support  of  the  community  to  provide  funds  for  quality  education,  the 
Rochester  schools  should  continue  to  grow  in  providing  the  kind  of 
education  that  the  citizens  of  Rochester  desire  and  that  the  students 
need.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 
OF  THE  ROCHESTER  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


TO  THE  HONORABLE  MAYOR,  CITY  COUNCIL,  AND  BOARD  OF  TRUS- 
TEES OF  THE  ROCHESTER  PUBLIC  LIBRARY: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  first  annual  report  of  the  activities 
of  the  Rochester  Public  Library  for  the  year  1973. 

As  I  began  at  the  library  in  July,  the  year  was  partly  characterized 
as  being  one  of  transition.  A  new  administration,  different  ways  of 
operation.  At  the  same  time,  the  library's  objectives  of  assembling  and 
providing  materials  for  information  and  recreation,  as  well  as  providing 
programs  for  community  enrichment,  remain  the  same. 

In-house  efforts  to  achieve  our  objectives  went  beyond  the  acquisi- 
tion of  many  fine  new  general  books  to  include  the  further  develop- 
ment of  the  special  collections  in  the  areas  of  Useful  Arts  and  French; 
courses  in  Investments  and  in  French;  regular  Lectures  and  a  variety  of 
Films.  The  many  activities  of  the  children's  room  included  a  very 
popular  pre-school  program,  storytelling,  films,  shows,  and  craft  pro- 
jects. The  library  was  actively  used  as  a  meeting  place  by  various  com- 
munity organizations  and  clubs;  and  the  library  displayed  the  art  work 
of  many  local  artists.  Finally,  the  periodical  and  reference  collections 
provided  an  increasing  number  of  patrons  with  easily  accessible  and 
current  information. 

The  library  also  went  but  into  the  community  with  its  services. 
There  has  been  active  cooperation  with  the  schools  and  other  city 
agencies.  The  greatly  appreciated  Friends  of  the  Library  group  was 
active  in  delivering  books  to  the  institutionalized.  The  library  worked 
to  help  establish  home  delivery  of  talking  books  to  the  handicapped. 

We  are  very  appreciative  of  the  cooperation  we  have  received  from 
the  community,  and  look  forward  to  further  efforts  to  achieve  our 
objectives.
